ly, the Angels ; He governs the Elementary V Vorld, a:d all 
Elementary Bodies,by the Celeſtial V Vorld, namely,th2-Stars; 
and that's the reaſon the Influence ot the Stars reacher not- to 
the Mivd or Rational part of Man, becauſe it is an Epitomy of 
the Intelleual V Vorld which 1s a ſuperionr to them, Bur be- 
cauſe there is now ſome Diſpute about it (I ſthoald have ſaid 
Cavelling) by ſuch as would fam have their Knavertes hidden, 
and therefore they would tain have- the Stars made to ſtop bot- 
tles, or elſe for the Angels to play at Bowls with, when they 
had nothing elſe ro do, but notrule the Elementary V Vorld,no, 
by no means. We ſhall prove they rule-'over the Elementary

Conſider this 
pur duly, and withall, what mi(- 
chief may accrue by giving a Me- 
dicire purging Choler in a D.ſeafe 
proceeding of Flegm or watry hu- 
mors, you may eaſily ſee without a 
pair of SpeRacles, that it cannot but 
eaken the Spirits exceedingly, and 
Tc Natural heat , which is all 
Nature hath to help her (c1f in ſuch 
a Calc, as allo hinder the clarifca- 
tion of the Blood wich is done by 
Choler, thereby encrealing the 
Diſeaſe, and opening a gp to ler 
out life, and let in death ; Ir were 
vain to recite what miſchief may 
foliow the giy:ng of violent Purges 
to wx Dudies, or to ſtrong Bodies 
where the humor offending is not 
tough ind viſcous, but fluid and eafic 
to be carried away, I ſhall rouch 
upon them by and by, on!y here you 
may ſee reaſon enough why I am fo 
long upon this ſubjeR. 

Laſtly, when you perfe&ly know 
the humor cffending, the cony*enient 
medicine, and fit cortetion tor it, 
the time and manner of uſing it re- 
mains to be inquired into, 

Theſe I thought to premiſe by 
way of Caution, before I come to 
the matter ir {elf intended, and fo 
much the rather, becauſe people 
from oneGeneration to another have 
been ſo trained np in ignorance by 
Phyfuians, who have abſconded rhe 
Method of Phyfics from them, that
